WEBER CANON. 

From Ogden the cars’ dashed onward 
some ten miles to the south, turning 
eastward directly toward the mighty 
Wahsatch Range. This we entered, to 
pass through by the narrow cafion of 
Weber River ; while the lofty moun- 
tains rose up on each side, towering 
away to the clouds, very abrupt, pre- 
cipitous, and varied in all possible forms 
by time. The cafion was quite crooked, 
according as the crooked river had 
gorged it out through interminable ages 
in the past. At one of its sudden turns 
the river, raging, pours directly against 
a perpendicular wall of rocks'five hun- 
dred feet in height, exhibiting a rug- 
ged splendid appearance, called the 
Devil’s Gap. 

On we swept, eight or ten miles, com- 
ing out into the valley, named after the 
river, winding and widening variously, 
for miles a good deal cultivated by the 
Mormons. Then leaving Weber Creek 
and passing up a north branch of the 
same, called Echo Creek, we entered 
one of the wildest, finest, gorges of the 
world, called 

ECHO CANON.

German Co-operative Bank. 


The largest bank in 
Germany, at Breslau, is a loan bank, 
the loans being advanced to its mem- 
bers on easy terms of payment, secured 
by mortgages which it but rarely fore- 

encouraging members by aid 
and counsel when they are in diffi- 
culties. It deals with laboring people; 
fines and forfeitures are not imposed 
for delinquencies. A weaver, for in- 
stance, having learned his trade, pays 
his initiation fee, subscribes for shares 
in the bank to the amount of the ‘loan 
he expects to need; and in the course 
of month or two. the bank enables 
him to purchase directly the yarn that 
he pe poppoese to weave, the loom that he 

weave it upon, perhaps the house 
which will contain the loom and in 
which he and his family will reside. A 
dozen weavers, clubbing together simi- 
may start a cloth factory.
